Infernal Machine* in tlie Potomac. 


WAHlUXCiTON, July 12. 


The Onittd Slates steamer Freeborn, 


Lieut. Lowrj- comraanding, arrived at the 
navy yard this morning, for the purpose of 
being repaired. 
She brings intelligence 


that on Sunday morning, as part of the Po- 
tomac squadron—consisting of the Paw- 
nee, Pocahontaa, Freeborn aud Resolute— 
waa lying off Acquia Creek, two casks Wf ro 
seen floating on the surface of tho water 
dowu the river with the ebb tide. 
The 


casks were connected by a ropa about fifty 
feet in length, and the apparatus was fu.il 
drifting towards the bow of the Freeborn, 
which lay with her head up the river. 


Capt. Rowan, of tho Resolute, ordered 


Lieut. Budd, of the Resolute, to oxami.ie 
the auspicious object, which was at first la- 
ken for part of the belongings of a Hailing 
seine. On nearing it, smoke was seen is- 
suing from tho barrels, accompanied by a 
fizzing noiue from a fuse on tho top of each. 
Lieut. Budd ordered water to be throwu on 
the casks, which extinguished Iho fuses. 
Lieut. Buiid towed the apparatus aloti»ai(k- 
the Pawnee, when dipt. Rowan orduu>d 
him to tow them to a distance and destroy 
them with a few .shots from Lid rifled can- 
non. In performing thi.i duty, one of the 
casks got foul of the Resolute's propellt-r 
and sunk, upon which the other wat cut 
away to prevent it from sinking too. 
The 


other cask was then hoisted on to the decE; 
of the Resolute, and in doing so it was din- 
covered that attached to it was an iron cyl- 
inder, which had been kept from sinking by 
the cask. The cask waa examined by cut- 
ting a square hole in it, when there was 
discovered iuaide of it a plank running lon- 
gitudinally along the middle, aud on it wa< 
coiled a fuse fifty ftitlioma in length, con 
sitting of filaments of white thread, en- 
closed in gutta percba, tho whole securely 
wrapped round with coarser thread, well 
turued. 
The inner thread seemed lo have 


been soaked in some inflammable chemical 
preparation to hervo the purpose of a slow 
match. The fuse ran through a gutta pet- 
cha tube, passing out nt the bottom of lh,> 
cask, and into the iron cylinder, which is 
four feet four inches in length aud sixteen 
inches in diameter, and weighs upwards of 
six hundred pounds. 


An examination of tho interior of the 


cylinder has not yet been made, as great 
caution will be necessray ; hut, cf rourdc, 
it is filled with some explosive material. 
The casks are common oil casks, and tho 
cylinder is made of mutable iron. The ob- 
ject of the rebels obviously was for the 
:aski> to drift, one on cither side of the 
bow of the Freoborn, or one of the other 
vessels, when, on the fuse being burnt out 
o the end through the casing, the two in- 
"erual machines would explode and blow 
.he vessel and all on board to pieces.— 
Happily, the diabolical scheme wai trust ni- 
trated by the vigilance of our seamen. 
The infernal machine was brought up by 
the Freeborn, and is now in the dhcll-Lou.ii> 
at the navy yard.

Horses to be Hitched. 


AN ORDINANCE to restrict tho owners or drivers of 


horses attached to vehicles from leaving the same un- 
secured. 


1?« Mayor and Common Cbuncil of the City of Janex- 


rillc tin ordain at follows : 


SEC. 1. It shall not be lawful fcr any owner or driver, 


or any person in charge of any vehicle whatsoever to 
leave his horse or horses attached thereto, in any of the 
streets of this city, without first securing such horse or 
bones by means of a sufficient halter, rope or chain, or 
without some suitable person to take the charge or 
guidance of tbein so n« to prevent their running. 


Sen. 2. I r any such person shall violate the provisions

ployers, jointly and severally, shall forfeit n ram not 
exceeding twenty dollars.

, Infernal Machines In the Potomac. 
; 


.WASHINGTON, July 12. 


The "United States steamer Freeborn, 


Lieut. Lowry commanding, arrived at the 
navy yard this morning, for the purpose of 
being repaired. 
She brings intelligence: 


that on Sunday morning, as part of the Po- 
tomac squadron—consisting of the Paw- 
nee, Pocahontas, Eieeborn and Besolute— 
•was lying off Acquia Creek, two. casks werei 
seen floating on 'the. surface of th'e water 
down the river With the ebb tide. 
Tbe 


casks were connected by a rope about fifty 
feet in length, and tho apparatus was fast 
drifting, towards the bow of the Freeborn, 
which lay with her head up the river. ... 


Capt. Eowan, of the Resoliite, ordered; 


Lieut. Budd, of the Besolute, to examine: 
'the suspicious object, which was at first, ta-; 
ken for part of the belongings of a fishing 
seine. On nearing it, smoke was spen is- 
suing from the barrels, accompanied, by a 
fizzing noise from a fuse on the top of each. 
Lieut. Budd ordered water to be thrown on 
the casks, which, extinguished the fuses. 
Lieut. Budd towed the apparatus alongside 
the Pawnee, -wh«n Capt. Rowan ordered: 
him to tow them to a distance and destroy 
them with a few shots from his rifled can-, 
non. 
In performing this duly, one of the 


casks got foul .of the Resolute's propeller 
and sunk, upon which the other wa.i cut 
away to prevent it .from sinking too. 
The 


other cask.was then hoisted on to. the deek: 
of the Resolute, and in doing so it,was dis-: 
covered that attached to it was an. iron cyl-, 
inder, which had been kept from sinking by 
the cask. The cask was examined by cut- 
ting a square hole in it, when there was 
discovered inside of it a plank rnnning lon- 
gitudinally along the middle, and on, it was 
coiled a fuse fifty fathoms in length, con 
sisting of filaments of white thread, en- 
closed in gutta percha, the whole securely 
wrapped round with coarser thread, well 
turned. 
The inner thread seemed to have 


been soaked in some inflammable chemical 
preparation to serve the purpose of a slow 
match. The fuse ran through a gutta per- 
cha tube, passing out at the bottom of the 
cask, and into the iron cylinder, which is 
four feet four inches in length and sixteen 
inches in diameter, and weighs upwards of 
six hundred pounds. 


An examination of the interior of the 


cylinder has not yet been made, as great 
caution will be necessray ; but, of course,: 
it is filled with some explosive material. 
The casks are common oil casks, and the 
cylinder is made of malable iron. The ob- 
ject of the rebels obviously wai for the 
casks to drift, one on cither side of the 
bow of the Freeborn, or one of the other 
vessels, when, on the fuse being burnt out 
to the end through the casing, the two in- 
fernal machines would explode and blow 
the vessel and all on board to pieces.— 
Happily, the diabolical scheme was frustra- 
trated by the vigilance of our seamen. 
The infernal machine was brought up by 
the Freeborn, and is now in the shell-house 
at the navy yard.

Th« March of tli« Army. 


The grand army wh'.Ji left Arlington 


Heights on the 16th inst., for Richmond, 
consisted of fifty-four regiments containing 
50,000 men, besides 2,500 regulars, to be 
followed by 4,000 more, including 600 ma- 
rines, and two fu!I batteries of artillery;— 
altogether the fuil force will in a few daya 
amount to 55,000 men. 
This splendid ar- 


my is provided with everything necessary 
for its success, except, perhaps, a somewhat 
insufficient force of artillery and cavalry. 
It ia commanded by Gen. McDowell, who 
is said to possess every requisite for a mili- 
tary leader. 


Tho army ia divided into five divisions 


and twelve brigades, aud in this order com- 
menced its march upou Fairfax, covering 
an extent of country twelve miles in width. 


Our second Wisconsin regiment is in the 


first division, and third brigade of the ar- 
my. The division is under Brig. Gen. Ty- 
ler of Connecticut, and the brigade is com- 
mander by Col. Wm. T. Sherman. 
This 


brigade consists of the sixty-ninth, seventy- 
ninth and thirteenth New York regiments, 
second Wisconsin volnnteers, and company 
E, Third Artillery (light battery). 


The first day's march, the 17th, brought 


them to Centervilte, nine miles beyond 
Fairfax. To this point no material ob- 
struction was presented. A thousand axes 
in the hands of a thousand wood-rhoppers, 
cleared the roadii of trees, the felling of 
which had occupied the traitors for many 
weeks, while the ditches which had been 
dug were filled with equal celerity. 


We regret the report that aome of our 


men were guilty of some outrages upon the 
citizens of Fairfax. 
This will be stopped 


of course. The army has been so long in- 
active that it is not surprising that irregu- 
larities should at first be perpetrated.— 
Give the men enough to occupy mind aud 
body aud they will fall naturally into a 
proper military discipline. 


A council of war was held at Centerville, 


latt evening, composed of the officers of 
the five divisions, and the commanding 
gsneral, at which it was decided to push 
forward to Manasaas Junction to-day, where 
it is supposed (he rebels will make a stand. 


The telegraphic dispatches to-day inform 


us that Ellsworth's Zouaves stormed the bat 
tery at Bull's Run last night, with a loss of 
150 killed and wounded; and the latest 
news is that to-day at 11 o'clock A. M., fight- 
ing was atill going on at Bull's Run, three 
miles from Manassai Junction. Bull's Run 
is a small stream -unuing parallel with and 
about three miles from the Manassas Gap 
railroad. It is three miles beyond Center- 
ville; where the first battery was atormed, 
and tho course of the stream is towards 
Hanaaaaa Junction, so that the army is 
probably approaching that point along the 
banks of this stream, which the rebels have 
•o doubt planted full of batteries, 


CHAIRMAN or THK COMMITTKK ox PUBLIC 


LANDS.—It has been noticed with some de- 
gree of satisfaction, in this state, that Hon. 
John F. Potter has been placed at the head 
of the committee on public lands. This ia 
one of the most important committees in 
the house, and the selection of Judge Pot- 
ter as its chairman is a high compliment, 
both to himself and the state—especially as 
tho appointment comes from one so well 
versed in questions relative to our public 
domain as Speaker Grow. 


It will be seen that by the speech of Mr. 


Henry May in congress yesterday, that al- 
though the resolution of inquiry in relation 
to that gentleman's visit to Richmond was 
not sustained by actual proof, yet it cannot 
be doubted that he ia a traitor, and that he 
went to Richmond holding sentiments and 
under the influence of feelings which mast 
make such visita dangerous to the govern- 
ment. 


We are pleased to notice that Judge Pot- 


ter, in this case aa well as iu exposing the 
secession clerks and employees in the de- 
partments at Washington, ia moving with 
the energy aud courage characteristic of 
tin* man, He will do hia duty without fear 
or favor.

EAST TENNESSEE.—The probability ia 


that East Tennessee js soon to ho an im- 
portant battle-ground. A largo majority of 
the freemen of that section voted against 
secession, and they are resolved, whatever 
tho rest of the state may do or not do, to 
keep their section loyal to the United States 
and to keep it in the United States, 
In car- 


rying out this resolution, they must neces- 
sarily encounter the power not only of West 
Tennessee and Middle Tennessee but of a 
secession party in their own section. Yet, 
trusting to the strength and righteousness 
of their cause, they stand up unappalled by 
the apparent odds against them. 


The spirit that governs the accession lead- 


ers of East Tennessee may be inferred from 
the following remarks which are the close 
of an editorial article in the Knoxville Reg- 
ister of last Wednesday: 


" The people of East Tennessee, willing 


or unwilling, will have to submit to the will 
of the majority of the people of the state, 
as declared on the 8th of Jun". Tbe peo- 
ple might as well understand that acquies- 
cence is peace—resistance is war. Between 
the two they must decide." 


A movement for tho subjugation of the 


loyal portion of the population jf East Ten- 
nessee is now in progress. One regiment 
of the army of invasion left Camp Trous- 
dale, near Nashville, ou Thursday of last 
week, and was at Cleveland, in Bradley 
county, on Friday evening. The second 
started from the camp on Saturday morn- 
ing. The destination of the two was said 
to be Cumberland Gap. 
The loyal moun- 


taineers of Tennessee were inarms to resist 
the invasion, and it is said that largo num- 
bers of the Kentucky mountaineers in the 
neighboring counties wero preparing to aid 
their loyal brethren. 


Tie cause of the patriots of East Ten- 


nessee is a holy one. It is the cause of free 
doni. 
We pray God that myriads of swords 


may, if necessary, flash like myriads of 
lightnings in ita defence.—Louisville Jour- 
nal, 17'tli. 


On Sunday night last a portion of tho 


First Kentucky Regiment were ordered by 
Cteneral Cox to cross the Kanawlm near the 
tied House, about forty miles up the rivur. 
They had proceeded about one-fourth of a 
mile, when they wero ordered to halt and 
pat caps on their guns, ready for uetiun, 
While doing ao they were suddenly charged 
upon by a company of cavalry, who fired ou 
them, killing two instantly and mortally 
wounding a third. 
The cavalry wheeled off, 


the boys firing upon them, but with what 
effect is not known, as it was " pitch dark.'1 
Those killed wero privates Marshall and 
Hogan; mortally wounded private Alex. 
Mordecai, all of Company G. The ball 
struck Mordecai iu the shoulder, passing 
out near the spine. Three members of the 
company escorted the wounded man on his 
way home, but ho died near New Richmond. 
Mr. Bates' Light Guards, West Walnut Hill, 
turned out and paid due military honors to 
the young man who has given h'n Hfo as a 
sacrifice to the cause of his country.— Cin- 
cinnati Commercial, 18fA.

DANGER'S STATION, Va., July 17. 


We have seen the enemy flying before us, 


but in consequence of the roughness of the 
march and owing to the heavy guns that we 
have carried along, they have succeeded in 
umking their escape without a fight. 


We have now full possession of the Rail- 


road as far as this station. 


The enemy commenced their retreat to- 


day, and barely escaped by the old Fairfax 
road, which is occupied as far as Fairfax 
station by Col. Wilcox, who took 11 prison- 
ers. 


About I o'clock the following dispatch 


was received from Col. Wilcox: 
To Col. Heintzelman : 


We have taken Fairfax station with 11 


prisoners. A large number of infantry aud 
some horsemen fled over towards tho left, 
and Franklin can intercept them. We have 
a flag, &c. Signed, 


0. B. WILCOX. 


Several regiments of rebel troops are re- 


ported to have passed Sanger'a station du- 
ring the day in retreat before Col. Fiank- 
I ill's column. 


An Alabama regiment was encamped 


within two miles of the forks of the road, 
where wo arrived at noon. The camp fires 
were still burning when we passed this af- 
ternoon. Quantities of fresh beef, corn, 
&c., were loft behind. 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, July 18.

The telegraph wire is stretched from 


Washington to within fire miles of this 
place, and will be completed here before 
morning. 


Through the kindness of Mr. Strause, the 


superintendent of the government lines, I 
am permitted to forward a brief dispatch to 
the western terminus of tho line, to be 
thenco transmitted by Mr. James Gihuore, 
the operator in charge, who also kindly car- 
ries it from this place. 


It is difficult to give a clear idea of the 


position of the Federal troops at thia mo- 
ment. 
The advance is conducted in four 


divisions, extendingacrosa astretch of coun- 
try at least twenty miles in breadth. 


The general officers of the several disvis- 


ion3, by arrangement, have met at this 
E 


laee this evening, where a council of war 
as been held, the result of which I am not 


permitted to transmit. 
Gen. McDowell, 


who commands the entire advancing col- 
umn, 
was present at the council. 


It is understood that the determination 


arrived at was unanimous, and indicates a 
continuance of the vigorous measures that 
have so happily and successfully been inau- 
gurated. 


The council was composed of Brigadier 


General McDowell, commanding the De- 
partment of Northeastern Virginia ; Cap- 
lain James B. Fry, Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral ; Major J. G. Barnard, of the Engin- 
eer Corps ; Captain 0. W. Whipple, of the 
Topographical Engineers ; Brigadier Gon- 
eral Tyler of the First Division; Colonel 
Hunter, of the Second Division ; Colonel 
Heintzelman, of the Third Division; and 
Colonel Miles of the Fifth Division, 


Gen. Tyler's Division occupies the road 


between hero and Germantown ; Cols. Hun- 
ter, Heintzelmati and Miles aro encamped 
with their divisions at this place, and iu its 
immediate vicinity. 


The advance from the Potomac was mpde, 


as nearly as J can learn, as follows : The 
first division, under Gen. Tyler, moved from 
the vicinity of the Chain Bridge, by cross 
roads, direct to Vienna, und thence to this 
place, occupying the right of tho line. 


The second, under Col. Hunter, followed 


the main road to the left of Sutcr's Hill, 
and via. Bailey's cross roads to Fairfax 
Court-House. 


The third, under Col. Heintzelman, took 


the cross-roads parallel with the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, a detachment fol- 
lowing the railroad, to Fairfax Station, 
which point was taken by the second brig- 
ade, under Col. Wilcox, of the First Michi- 
gan Infantry. The first brigade, under 
Col. Franklin, moved further southward. 


Col. Wilcox raado a capture of n, few 


prisoners, but the main body of the enemy 
evacuated before our approach. 


The iirst division of the army, under Gon. 


Tyler, moved from Vienna to Germantowii 
last evening, and this morning pushed on to 
this place. 


It is Jfully believed by Gen. McDowell 


and his staff that the enemy will make a 
stand at Manassas Junction. 


Our forces will push ou to that point to- 


night. 


It is rumored that Gen. Johnston, com- 


manding the rebel forces in the Valley of 
the Shenandoah, is endeavoring to effect a 
junction with Beauregard at MannHsai.— 
This will be prevented by Gen, Tyler's di 
vision. 


WASHINGTON, July 18—11 p. M. 


I have just returned from Centreville, 


Va., 27 miles west of Alexandria, whither I 
accompanied the advancing coluriu of fed- 
eral troops under Gen. McDowell. 


Centreville is now occupied by the forces 


of Gen. Tyler, Col. Hunter, Gen Miles, and 
Barry's artillery. 


A strong detachment remains iu occupa- 


tion of Fairfax Court House. 


Tho rebels were found to be strongly en- 


trenched, both at Fairfax aud Centreville, 
but retreated to Matmssas Junction. 


Our troops are now engaged iu removing 


fallen trees and other obstructions that have 
been placed across the highways by the reb- 
els to retard our advance. 


llu«e ditches were also dug by the ene- 


my in the roads to prevent tho passage of 
artillery. These aro now being filled up. 
This work will be finished to night. 


Centreville will be placed in telegraphic 


communication with Washington to-mor- 
row. 


It is a matter of deep mortification and 


regret that our troops could not be restrain- 
ed from committing excesses, both at Fair- 
fax Court House and Cenlrcville. 


Houses were .entered and pillaged by 


reckless soldiers, and women wantonly in- 
sulted. The houses oven of Uuion men 
were not exempt from these outrages, many 
of which were burned to the ground. 


Gen. McDowell promises to give his im- 


mediate attention to these outrages, and as- 
sures the sufferers that all offenders shall 
be shot without mercy. 


Men and women were robbed oe gold 


watches, money, and other valuables in the 
streets. 


General Beauregard is at Manassas Junc- 


tion, ten miles south-west of Centreville, 
where he is strongly entrenched. 


He has been largely reinforced to-day 


from Richmond, and has now upwards of 
fifty thousand troops under his immediate 
command. 


Our troops are still in occupation of Vi- 


enna. 


ST. Louis, July 18. 


Horace Dirnmock, a gunsmith in tMs 


city, has contracted to furnish the United 
States government, for this military depart- 
ment, ten or fifteen rilled cannon.

Winchester, went to Charleston and now 
have full possession of that place. Win- 
chester is defended on the north aide by 
strong breast-works. 
It cannot be attack- 


ed ou that side without exposing our troopa 
to a destructive cross-fire. 


WASHINGTON, July 18. 


Reports are prevalent aud credited that 


a fight of minor importance took place at 
Bull Hun, five miles from Manasaas Junc- 
tion, and several were killed and wounded 
on the federal side, from a battery. 


An officer from the seat of war, who ar- 


rived here to-night, brings information that 
the troops which marched from Fairfax 
Court House appeared before Centerville 
about 1 o'clock this morning. They halt- 
ed within half a mile of the enemies' en- 
trenchments, and instead of a battle, they 
suddenly saw the national flag hoisted over 
the town, and a solitary man running down 
the line announcing that the enemy bad 
fled. 
The band played the Star Spangled 


Uunncr, amid cheering of the federal troops. 
It is said there were 7,000 or 8,000 confed- 
erates nt Centerville, but the number w:is 
probably much exaggerated. They took 
their cannon with them. 


It is stated on the authority of several 


officer:! that the news of Gen. MeClellun'tt 
victories wero generally known ut Maims- 


The army wa* to march on Manassas 


Junction this afternoon. 


WASHINOTON, July 18. 


Herald's camp correspondent says the 


fact is established that the rebel forces at 
Fairfax wan composed of three regiments. 
The retreat of these men without allowing 
fight will demorulizo the whole force tit 
Manassas Junction. 


A signal despatch from Gen. Beat-regard 


to Gen. Cooke, commanding the rebel forc- 
es at Gertuantown, wits found. He instruct- 
ed him to keep a particularly careful look 
out ou Tuesday evening, thereby showing 
that some traitors in Washington apprised 
the rebels of the time of the advance. 


Lute this afternoon n gentleman arrived 


here by way of Mutmssas Junction. 
He 


left there laat night. 
He reports that there 


were ut Manassas last night only 12,000 
men. Their means of defense were elabor- 
ately prepared, but it is hist opinion that 
they will not withstand an assault. They 
hud at the Junction 150 railroad cars, 


On Sunday night IL-auregard went to 


Richmond. The command at the Junction 
devolved on Gen. Grewshaw, second in 
command at Richmond. There was a mili- 
tary consultation as to what course would 
be pursued. It was after this conference 
that an imuiensu train of cars was sent up 
to the Junction. This ia a significant fuel, 
it is now believed that the rabels will leave 
the Junction and make their greatest stand 
:vt Richmond. They have already mounted 
70 cannon of large calibre, and have some 
10,000 whites and negroes at work day arid 
night on the defenses, 


Tribune's Despatch.—Gen. Tyler's col- 


umn moved at 4 o'clock this morning atid 
passed through Centerville without firing a 
gun. They halted about 2 miles beyond, 
while a reconnoitering party went to a creek 
called Bulls Run. A concealed battery 
opened on our troops, wounding ft sergeant. 
Two of our heavy guns were brought to 
bear on them and .soon silenced the rebel 
battery. 
Col. Richardson's brigade were 


then sent out skirmishing and soon woke 
up the rebel batteries on the other side, 
which was followed by heavy fire of mus- 
ketry, which waa returned by our men.— 
The engagement lasted half an hour, but 
they were too well posted and were too 
much for the small force opposed to them. 
Our men fell bunk somewhat, but in pwod 
order. 
The rebels, whoso Hag floated from 


a mill, cheered lustily. At this moment a 
shell from a new battery to the left, hither- 
to silent anu unknown, burst on top of the 
hill where our first battery had been sta- 
tioned, and where there were a number of 
civilians. | Several casualties.occurred, but 
no one was mortally wounded; several were 
wounded by bullets. Edward Morse, com- 
pany A, 3d Michigan regiment, was struck 
by u bomb in the knee; the wound is regard 
cd severe but not dangerous. 
All on the 


hill, both civilians and military men, deem- 
».d it prudent to withdraw. The telegraph 
operator at Springfield station, however, re- 
ports that heavy coniionadiug was heard 
there between 6 and G o'clock. 
We have 


mentioned above the names of all the 
wounded whom we saw, but thero is no 
doubt that a considerable number of our 
men fell, who were taken to the rear after 
we left. 


AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


WASHINGTON, July 19. 


A special to Scott says it is reported that 


Ellsworth's Zouaves stormed the battery at 
Bull's Run lust evening. Loss on our side 
stated 150 killed and wounded. 


Telegraph despatche ..received at the war 


department at 11 a. m., to-day, states fight- 
ing was still going on at Bull's Run, throe 
miles from Manassas Junction. 


WASHINGTON, July 19. 


News from Centerville of the 18th is re- 


ceived with full particulars of the engage- 
ment at Bull's Run. 


There are but few additional items of in 


tercst. 


Three companies of Massachusetts^ 1st 


wore first engaged, and were crossing a ra- 
vine when they received a raking fire, kill- 
ing a number. They gallantly sustain ad 
their position and covered the retreat of a 
brass cannon of Sherman's battery, tho 
horses having been eonmpletoly disabled 
by the fire. Still relieved by the Michigan 
2daudN. Y. 12th. 


The federal forces then took position on 


n hill. Two rifled cannon were planted in 
front supported by Capt. Brackets' 2d cav- 
alry with aline of infantry, composed of2d 
regiment of Michigan and 12th of N. Y. 


In the rear a steady fire was kept up on 


both sidas in this position. The rebels had 
two batteries of eight pieces, in n position 
commanding the road. They used their 
gunti well. They did not reply to our re- 
turn fire for half an hour, during which 
time they were receiving large reinforce- 
ments. 
While wo were again advancing 


we net with a raking fire. Our guns were 
again put in p^ition and we poured grapo 
and cannister among the enemy till the sup- 
ply was exhausted. 


Cant. Ayers, of tho artillery, lost one 


man killed and three wounded, and several 
of his pieces were disabled. The Now York 
12th suffered the most, and the Massachu- 
setts 1st next. Totalloss on our aide esti- 
mated at M killed and 40 wounded. 


At 4.30 Gen. Tyler ordered the troops to 


retire. 
The day was excessively hot a.nd 


the horses suffering for water. Only about 
100 of oar forces w«re engaged *t oo« time, 


The rebels are estimated at 4,000. Col. 
Wilcox'a division, including the Fire Zou- 
ave*, moved froa Fairfax station to-night 
to flank the enemy. This battery ia thought 
to be one of a line of batteries from Acquia 
Creek to Manassas. 
Our troopa did not 


retreat as reported iu some quarters, but 
only retired for more effectual engagement.

The March of the Army. 


The grand army wu'.uli left Arlington 


Heights on tbe 16th inat., for Richmond 
consisted of fifty-four regiments containing 
50,000 men, besides 2,500 regulars, to be 
followed by 4,000 more, including 600 
rices, and two full batteries of artillery;— 
altogether the full force will in a few days 
amount to 55,000 men. 
This splendid ar- 


my is provided with everything necessary 
for its success, except, perhaps, a somewhat 
insufficient force of artillery and cavalry. 
It is commanded by Gen. McDowell, who 
is said to possess every requisite for a mili- 
tary leader. 


The army is divided into five divisions 


and twelve brigades, and in this order com- 
menced its march tipou Fairfax, covering 
an extent of country twelve miles in width. 


Our second Wisconsin regiment is in the 


division, and third brigade of the ar- 


my. The division is under Brig. Gen. Ty 
ler of Connecticut, and the brigade is com 
mander by Col. Wm. T. Sherman. 
This 


brigade consists of the sixty ninth, seventy- 
ninth and thirteenth New York regiments, 
second Wisconsin volunteers, and company 
E, Third Artillery (light battery). 


The first day's march, the 17th, .brought 


them to Centerville, nine miles beyond 
Fairfax. To this point no material ob- 
struction was presented. A thousand axes 
in the hands of a thousand wood-choppers, 
cleared the roads of trees, the felling of 
which had occupied the traitors for many 
weeks, while the ditches which had been 
dug were filled with equal celerity. 


We regret the report that some of our 


men were guilty of some outrages upon the 
citizens of Fairfax. This will be stopped 
of course. The army has been so long in- 
active that it is not surprising that irregu- 
larities should at first be perpetrated.— 
Give the men enough to occupy mind and 
body aud they will fall naturally into a 
proper military discipline. 


A council of war was held at Centerville, 


last evening, composed of the officers of 
the five divisions, and the commanding 
general, at which it was decided to push 
forward to Manassas Junction to-day, where 
it is supposed the rebels will make a stand. 


The telegraphic dispatches to-day inform 


us that Ellsworth's Zouaves stormed the bat 
tery at Bull's Enn last night, with a loss of 
150 killed and wounded ; and the latest 
news is that to-day at 11 o'clock A. M., fight- 
ing was still going on at Bull's Run, three 
miles from ManassaD Junction. Ball's Run 
is a small stream -nnning parallel with and 
about three miles from the Manassas Gap 
railroad. It is three miles beyond Center- 
ville, where the first battery was stormed, 
and the course of the stream is towards 
Manassas Junction, so that the army is 
probably approaching that point along the 
banks of this stream, which the rebels have 
HO doubt planted fall of batteries. 


CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC 


LANDS.—It has been noticed, with some de- 
gree of satisfaction, in this sitate, that Hon. 
John F. Potter has been placed at the head 
of tbe committee on public lands.

We have seen the enemy flying before ua, 


but in consequence of the roughness of the 
march and owing to the heavy guns that we 
have carried along, they have succeeded in 
making their escape without a fight. 


We have now full possession of the Rail 


road as far as this station. 


The enemy commenced their retreat to- 


day, and barely escaped by the old Fairfax 
road, which is occupied as far as Fairfax 
station by Col. Wilcox, who took 11 prison- 
ers. 


About 1 o'clock the following dispatch 


was received from Col, Wilcox : 
To Col. Heintzelman : 


We have taken Fairfax station with 11 


prisoners. A large number of infantry and 
some horsemen fled over towards the left, 
and Franklin can intercept them. We hav< 
a flag, &c. Signed, 


O. B. WILCOX. 


Several regiments of rebel troops are re- 


ported to have passed Sanger's station du- 
ring the day in j-etreat before Col. Frank- 
lin's column. 


An Alabama regiment was encamped 


within two miles of the forks of the road, 
where we arrived at noon.

has been held, the result of which I am np! 
permitted to transmit. 
Gen. McDowell 


who commands the entire advancing col- 
umn, was present at the council. 


It is understood that the determination 


arrived at was unanimous, and indicates a 
continuance of the vigorous measures that 
have so happily and successfully been inau 
gurated. 


The council was composed of Brigadier 


General McDowell, commanding the De- 
partment of Northeastern Virginia ; Cap- 
tain James B. Fry, Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral ; Major J. G. Barnard, of the Engin- 
eer Corps ; Captain O. W. Whipple, of the 
Topographical Engineers ; Brigadier Qea- 
eral Tyler of the First Division; Colonel 
Hunter, of the Second Division; Colonel 
Heintzelman, of the Third Division; and 
Colonel Miles of the Fifth Division. 


Gen. Tyler's Division occupies the road 


between here and Germantown ; Cols. Hun- 
ter, Heintzelman and Miles are encamped 
with their divisions at thisi place, and in its 
immediate vicinity. 


The advance from the Potomac was mp.de, 


as nearly as I can learn, as follows : The 
first division, under Gen. Tyler, moved from 
the vicinity of the Chain Bridge, by cross 
roads, direct to Vienna, und thence to this 
place, occupying the right of the line. 


The second, under Col. Hunter, followed 


the main road to the left of Snter's Hill, 
and via. Bailey's cross roads to Fairfax 
Court-House. 


The third, under Col. Heintzelman, took 


the cross-roads parallel with the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, a detachment fol- 
lowing the railroad, to Fairfax Station, 
which point was taken by the second brif- 
ade, under Col. Wilcox, of the First Michi- 
gan Infantry. The first brigade, under 
Col. Franklin, moved further southward. 


Col. Wilcox made a capture of a few 


prisoners, but the main body of tbe enemy 
evacuated before our approach. 


The first division of the army, under Gen. 


Tyler, moved from Vienna to Germantown 
last evening, and this morninjr pushed on to 
this place. 


It is Jfnlly believed by Gen. McDowell 


and his staff that the enemy will make a 
stand at Manassas Junction. 


Our forces will push oa to that point to- 


night. 


It is rumored that Gen. Johnston, com- 


manding the rebel force.i in tbe Valley of 
the Shenandoah, is endeavoring to effect a 
junction with Beauregard at Manassas.— 
This will be prevented by Gen. Tyler's di 
vision. 


WASHINGTON, July 18—11 p. M. 


I have just returned from Centreville, 


Va., 27 miles west of Alexandria, whither I 
accompanied the advancing column of fed- 
eral troops under Gen. McDowell. 


Centreville is now occupied by the forces 


of Gen. Tyler, Col. Hunter, Gen Miles, and 
Barry's artillery. 


A strong detachment remains in occupa- 


tion of Fairfax Court House. 


The rebels were found to be strongly en- 


trenched, both at Fairfax and Centreville, 
but retreated to Manassas Junction. 


Our troops are now engaged in removing 


fallen trees and other obstructions that have 
been placed across the highways by the reb 
els to retard our advance. 


Huge ditches were also dug by the ene- 


my in the roads to prevent the passage of 
artillery. These are now being filled up. 
This work will be finished to night. 


Centreville will be placed in telegraphic 


communication with Washington to-mor- 
row. 


It is a matter of deep mortification aud 


regret that our troops could not be restrain- 
ed from committing excesses, both at Fair 
fax Court House and Centreville. 


Houses were ..entered and pillaged by 


reckless soldiers, and women wantonly in- 
sulted. The houses even of Union men 
were not exempt from these outrages, many 
of which were burned to the ground. 


Gen. McDowell promises to give his im- 


mediate attention to these outrages, and as- 
sures the sufferers that all offenders shall 
be shot without mercy. 


Men and women were robbed of gold 


watches, money, and other valuables in the 
streets. 


General Beauregard is at Manassas Junc- 


tion, ten miles south-west of Centreville, 
where he is strongly entrenched.

He reports that there 
were at Manassas last night only 12,OOC 
men. Their means of defense wereelabor 
ately prepared, but it is"his opinion that 
they will not withstand an assault. 
They 


had at the Junction 150 railroad cars. 


On Sunday night Beauregard went to 


Richmond. The command at the Junction 
devolved on Gen. Grewshaw, second in 
command at Richmond. There was a mili 
tary consultation as to what course woulc 
be pursued. It was after this conference 
that an immense train of cars was sent up 
to the Junction. This is a significant fact 
ft is now believed that the rabels will leave 
the Junction and make their greatest stand 
at Richmond. They have already mounted 
70 cannon of large calibre, and have some 
10,000 whites and negroes at work day and 
night on the defenses. 


Tribune's Despatch. — Gen. Tyler's col- 


umn moved at 4 o'clock this morning and 
passed through Centerville without firing a 
gun. They halted about 2 miles beyond 
while a reconnoitering party went to a creek 
called Bulls Run. A concealed battery 
opened on our troops, wounding a ser£eaut. 
Two of our heavy guns were brought to 
bear on them and soon silenced the rebel 
battery. 
Col. Richardson's brigade were 


then seut out skirmishing and soon woke 
up the rebel batteries ou the other side, 
which was followed by heavy fire of mus- 
ketry, which was returned by our men. — 
The engagement lasted half an hour, but 
they were too well posted and were too 
much for the small force opposed to them 
Our men fell back somewhat, but in geod 
order. The rebels, whose flag floated from 
a mill, cheered lustily. At this moment a 
shell from a new battery to the left, hither- 
to silent and unknown, burst on top of the 
hill where our first battery had been sta- 
tioned, and where there were a number ol 
civilians, j Several casualties^occurred, but 
no one was mortally wounded; several were 
wounded by bullets. Edward Morse, com- 
pany A, 3d Michigan regiment, was struck 
by a bomb in the knee; the wound is regard 
ed severe but not dangerous. All on the 
hill, both civilians and military men, deem 
td it prudent to withdraw. The telegraph 
operator at Springfield station, however, re- 
ports that heavy connonading was heard 
there between 5 and 6 o'clock. 
We' have 


mentioned above the names of all the 
wounded whom we saw, but there is no 
doubt that a considerable number of our 
men fell, who were taken to the rear after 
we left.

should be in an enemy's country, he made 
a retrograde movement into Kansas, reor 
ganized hi* force, and again entered the 
state of Missouri, his object being to sustain 
the Union men of Cedar county. After his 
return from thia trip, it ia Alontgomerjr'a 
intention to raise a crack regiment for 
Lane'a brigade.— Leai'tnworih Conserva- 
tive.

The 8klrmt»b »t Patterson's Creek. 


The following ia an extract from a letter 


received in Washington from Col. Lewis 
Wallace of the Eleventh Indiana Regiment, 
who is a brother of Senator Lane, of Indi- 
ana:" My report of tho skirmish on Kelly's 
Island, near Patterson's Greek, is not only 
true, but, in fact, too lightly colored. There 
were but thirteen "of my picket, and at least 
seventy of the enemy engaged. On my side 
there was but one man killed ; on the ene- 
my's side twenty-seven were killed, includ- 
ing those who have since died. This dis- 
parity ia accounted for by the fact that my 
men were on the island, under cover, while 
the enemy had to cross the creek directly 
under our fire. In the first engagement, 
the enemy, in the desperation of fear, spur- 
red their horses headlong into a culvert, 
where, heaped into a helpless mass, they 
fell an easy prey. Eight of them lied there, 
and were left on the track. Hay, my cor- 
poral, led the attack. To illustrate his per- 
fect coolness : Turning a sharp elbow, close 
by the railroad, 'he saw the enemy, aud 
counted them, 42 in allj fearing the effect 
of the number upon his squad, he shouted 
to the rebala: " Hult 1 turn aud fight, you 
d—nd sons of 
1" Then to his men: 
" Forward, boys—there's only twenty-one of 
them. Let out—the best horse gets the 
first man." 
On they rode, each one like 


Nolan at Balaklava—Hay at their head. 
Splendidly mounted, thu gallant fellow soon 
overtook the flying enemy, und closing with 
them, at their horse's tails, emptied every 
barrel of his revolver, all the time brushing 
their pistols out of his face, as if they had 
been musketoes. 


"In further illustration, one cf the pick- 


ets, a boy named Hollowell, 19 years old, 
fired away his laat cartridge and having 
nothing else to do turned to picking rasp- 
berries, pausing only to yell: "There's an- 
other down—hit 'cm Bgain." 


Again a bullet graced the right corner of 


Louts Forley'n forehead and knocked him 
down completely. Three men rushed out 
to kill him. One's arm was raised to strike 
—a bullet from the island stretched him 
across Forley's body. Another put a piatol 
at Fodey's hcnd—whiz came another ball, 
and the second rebel went down upon the 
first. The third ran. Forley recovered, 
shook off his dead enemies, rose up to run, 
in id after a few steps tell again, this time 
into a pile of friendly grape-vines, under 
which he hid till dark. 
While he was thus 


concealed the enemy searched the ground. 
Some of their expressions were very amus- 
ing : " Come away from there," yelled an 
officer, while the fight was in progress.— 
" D—n you, don't you see we're fighting 
the whole regiment?" Tho idea was that 
the 1H were my entire regiment, and so the 
secession journals are reporting it. In the 
same way Forley overheard them at each 
shot from my picket: "Who is hit now?" 
" There's another gone I" When my boys 
at last scattered, two of them were com- 
pelled to throw away their rifles. Instead 
of leaving them where the enemy could get 
them, each one pitched his weapon into the 
canal. A big fellow was in the act of plung- 
ing his sword into Hay's hack, when little 
Hollowell leveled him with the butt of his 
gun, breaking it into 50 splinters. But it 
is no use going further. 
I could fill pages 


with the incidents of this light. 
" The Koinuey fight was my own. I can 


niiy nothing about that, except that the 
southern accounts of it have given me great 
tmiiserncnt, hardly less than the frequent 
insertions which have fill ten under my eye 
:hat it was ordered lirst by Gen. Patterson, 
:hen by General Morris. The whole thing 
,vas of tny own planning and ordering. 
" Say to the President, if you see him,

litn exhaust it, to the lust dollar and the 
nist man, on these scoundrels who are seek-

Sergeant John C. Goodrich, of company 
"A," to examine the property and report. 
The reputation of Sergeant Goodrich at 
home, as a machanic, is sdtiveH known that 
it is almost needless for.me to'say the work 
could not have been put in better hands. 
From him I learn there are four bridges to 
rebuild between' here and Harper's Ferry, 
and quite a lot of track to replace. He ex- 
amined the engines arid says that with a 
requisite force a majority of them can be 
repaired in quick time, the fire not having 
the desired effect of the rebels—destroying 
nothing but the wood and fancy work. 
He 


found the lathes, trip hammers, shears and 
other moveable machinery of the immense 
machine shops packed and marked Rich- 
mond. The late mechanics of this road be- 
long to the southern army, and were the 
destroyers of the property. Thinking their 
<vork not destructive enough, they had re- 
turned to finish what was left whole, and 
take away the machinery. After so doing 
they would undoubtedly have set fire to the 
buildings. Sergeant Goodrich says that he 
found a number of the engine's fire-boxes 
half filled with wood, and has no doubt that 
had we not come on and defeated the rebels 
at Porterfield's farm, these deluded mechan- 
ics would have finished their hellish plans. 
He thinks that our 'brigade, being the re- 
serve, will have to reconstruct the road be- 
tween here and Harper's Ferry. Under tbe 
supervision of Sergeant Goodrich the work 
would, no doubt, be speedily carried out, 
and with entire satisfaction. 


When the road is. finished Gen. Patter,

ny'e side twenty-seven were killed, includ- 
ng those who have rsiuce died. This dis- 
jarity:is accounted for by the fact that my 
nen were .on the island, 'under cover, while 
the enemy had to cross the creek directly 
under our fire. In the first engagement, 
the enemy, ihlhe' desperation of .fear, spur- 
red their horses headlong into a culvert, 
where, heaped into a helpless mass, they 
fell an easy prey. Eight of them died there, 
and were left on the track; Hay, my cor- 
poral, led the attack. . To illustrate his.per- 
:ect coolness: Turning a sharp elbow, close 
sy the railroad, ''he saw the enemy, and 
counted them, 42 in all; fearing the -effect 
of the number upon his squad, he shouted 
to the rebals: " Haiti turn and fight, you 
d—nd sons of 
1" Then to his men: 


Forward, boys—there's only twenty-one of 


,hem. Let out—the best horse gets the 
irst man." On they rode, each one like 
Nolan at Balaklava—Hay at their head. 
Splendidly Amounted, the gallant fellow soon 
overtook the flying enemy, and closing with. 
;hem, at their horse's tails, emptied every 
sarrel of his revolver, all the time brushing 
;heir pistols oat of his face, as if they had 
been musketoes. 
'' In further illustration, one of the pick- 


ets, a boy named Hollowell, 19 years old, 
fired away his last cartridge and having 
nothing else to do turned to picking rasp- 
berries, pausing only to yell: "There's an- 
other down—hit 'em again." 


Again a bullet graced the right corner of 


Louis Forley's forehead and knocked'him 
down completely. Three men rushed out 
;o kill him. One's arm was raised to strike 
—a bullet from the island stretched him 
across Forley's body. Another put a pistol 
at Forley's head—whiz came another ball, 
and the second rebel went down upon the 
first. The third ran. Forley recovered, 
shook off his dead euemies, rose up to run, 
and after a few steps fell again, this time 
into a pile of friendly grape-vines, under 
which he hid till dark. 
While he was thus 


concealed the enemy searched the ground. 
Some of their expressions were very amus- 
ing : " Come away from there," • yelled an 
officer, while the fight was in progress.— 
1 D—n you, don't you see we're fighting 
the whole regiment?" The idea was that 
the 13 were my entire regiment, and so the 
secession journals are reporting it.

AN ORDINANCE to restrict the owners or drivers of 
horses attached to vehicles from leaving the same un- 
secured. 


Iht Mayor and Common Council of the City of Janes- 


rffle do ordain at foSotos : 
SEC. 1. It shall not be lawful for any owner or driver, 


or any person in charge of any vehicle whatsoever to 
leave his horse or horses attached thereto, in any of the 
streets ?f this city, without first securing such horse or 
horses by means of a sufficient halter, rope or chain, or 
without some suitable person to take the charge or 
pnidance of them so as to pievent their running. 


SBC. 2. If any such person shall violate the provisions 


of the preceeding section, he and bis employer or em- 
ployers, jointly and severally, shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars. 


SBC. 3. It is hereby made the duty of each and every 


constable to inforce this ordinance. 


SEC. 4. All horses so found running at largo may be 


taken by said constable and held as contraband of war.

Infernal Macnlne* in the Potomac. 


WABHIKGTON, July 12. 


The United States steamer Freeborti, 


Lieut. Lowry commanding, arrived at tlie 
navy yard thia morning, for the purpose of 
being repaired. She brings intelligence 
that on Sunday morning, as part of the Po- 
tomac squadron—consisting of the Paw- 
nee, PocahonUs, Freeborn and Resolute— 
was lying off Acquia Creek, two casks were: 
seen floating on the surface of the water 
down the river with the ebb tide. 
The 


casks were connected by a rope about fifty 
feet in length, and the apparatus was fast 
drifting towards the bow of the Freeborn, 
which lay with her head up the river. 


Capt. Rowan, of the Resolute, ordered, 


Lieut. Budd, of the Resolute, to examine 
the auspicious object, which was at first ta- 
ken for part of the belongings of a Cahiiig 
seine. On nearing it, smoke was SPBII is- 
suing from the barrels, accompanied by a 
fizzing noise from a fuse on the top of each. 
Lieut. Budd ordered water to be thrown on 
the casks, which extinguished the fuses. 
Lieut. Budd towed the apparatus alongside 
the Pawnee, when Capt. Rowan ordered 
him to tow them to a distance and destroy 
them with a few shots from his rifled can- 
non. 
In performing this duty, one of the 


casks got foul of the Resolute's propeller 
and sunk, upon which the other was cut 
away to prevent it from sinking too. 
Tbe 


other cask .was then hoisted on to the deck 
of the Resolute, and in doing so it was dis- 
covered that attached to it was an iron cyl- 
inder, which had been kept from sinking by 
the cask. The cask was examined by cut- 
ting a square hole in it, when there was 
discovered inside of it a plank running lon- 
gitudinally along the middle, and on it was 
coiled a fuse fifty fathoms in length, con 
sisting of filaments of white thread, en- 
closed in gutta pereha, the whole securely 
wrapped round with coarser thread, well 
turned. 
The inner thread seemed to have 


been soaked in some inflammable chemical 
preparation to serve the purpose of a slow 
match. The fuse ran through a gutta per- 
cha tube, passing out at the bottom of thf? 
cask, and into the iron cylinder, which is 
four feet four inches in length and sixteen 
inches in diameter, and weighs upwards of 
six hundred pounds. 


An examination of the interior of the 


cylinder has not yet been made, as great 
caution will be necessray ; but, of course, 
it is filled with some explosive material. 
The casks are common oil casks, and the 
cylinder is made of malable iron. The ob- 
ject of the rebels obviously was for the 
casks to drift, one on either side of the 
bow of the Freeborn, or one of the other 
vessels, when, on the fuse being burnt out 
to the end through the casing, the two iu- 
fernal machines would explode and blow 
the vessel and all on board to pieces.— 
Happily, the diabolical scheme was frustra- 
trated by the vigilance of our seamen. 
The infernal machine was brought up by 
the Freeborn, and is now in the shell-house 
at the navy yard.

The Mmrch of the Army. 


The grand army W!I'.L!I left Arlington 


Heights on the 16th inst., for Richmond 
consisted of fifty-four regiments containing 
50,000 men, besides 2,500 regulars, to be 
followed by 4,000 more, including 600 ma- 
rines, and two full batteries of artillery;— 
altogether the full force will in a few days 
amount to 55,000 men. 
This splendid ar- 


my is provided with everything necessary 
for its success, except, perhaps, a somewhat 
insufficient force of artillery and cavalry. 
It is commanded by Gen. McDowell, who 
is said to possess every requisite for a mili- 
tary leader. 


The army is divided into five divisions 


and twelve brigades, and in this order com 
merited its march upou Fairfax, covering 
an extent of country twelve miles in width. 


Oar second Wisconsin regiment is in the 


first division, and third brigade of the ar- 
my. The division is under Brig. Gen. Ty- 
ler of Connecticut, and the brigade is com- 
mander by Col. Win. T. Sherman. This 
brigade consists of the sixty-ninth, seventy- 
ninth and thirteenth New York regiments, 
eecond Wisconsin volunteers, and company 
E, Third Artillery (light battery). 


The first day's marsh, the 17th, .brought 


them to Centcrville, nine miles beyond 
Fairfax. To this point no material ob- 
struction was presented. 
A thousand axes 


in the hands of a thousand wood-choppers, 
cleared the roads of trees, the felling of 
which had occupied the traitors for many 
weeks, while the ditches which had been 
dug were filled with equal celerity. 


We regret the report that some of our 


men were gnilty of some outrages upon the 
citizens of Fairfax. This will be stopped 
of course. The army has been so long in- 
active that it is not surprising that irregu- 
larities should at first be perpetrated.— 
Give the men enough to occupy mind and 
body and they will fall naturally into a 
proper military discipline. 


A council of war was held at Centerville, 


last evening, composed of the officers of 
the five divisions, and the commanding 
general, at which it was decided to push 
forward to Manassas Junction to-day, where 
it is supposed the rebels will make a stand. 


The telegraphic dispatches to-day inform 


ns that Ellsworth's Zouaves stormed the bat 
tery at Bull's Bun last night, with a loss of 
150 killed and wounded; and the latest 
news is that to-day at 11 o'clock A. M., fight- 
ing was still going on at Bull's Bun, three 
miles from Manassas Junction. Bull's Bun 
is a small stream -unning parallel with and 
about three miles from the Manassas Gap 
railroad. It is three miles beyond Center- 
ville, where the first battery was stormed, 
and the course of the stream is towards 
Manassas Junction, so that the army is 
probably approaching that point along the 
banks of this stream, which the rebels have 
HO donbt planted fall of batteries. 


CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC 


LAUDS.—It has been noticed with some de- 
gree of satisfaction, in this state, that Hon. 
John F. Potter has been placed at the head 
of the committee on public lands. This is 
one of the most important committees in 
the house, and the selection of Judge Pot- 
ter as its chairman is a high compliment, 
both to himself and the state—especially as 
the appointment comes from one so well 
versed in questions relative to our public 
domain as Speaker Grow. 


It will be seen that by the speech of Mr. 


Henry May in congress yesterday, that al- 
though the resolution of inquiry in relation 
to that gentleman's visit to Richmond was 
not sustained by actual proof, yet it cannot 
be doubted that he is a traitor, and that he 
went to Richmond holding sentiments and 
under the influence of feelings which mast 
make such visits dangerous to the govern- 
ment. 


We are pleased to notice that Judge Pot- 


ter, in this case as well as in exposing the 
secession clerks and employees in the de- 
partments at Washington, is moving with 
the energy and courage characteristic of 
the man. 
He will do his duty without fear 


oriavor.

BALTIMORE.—It is estimated that Balti- 


more has already lost twenty millions of 
dollars by opposing the government. The 
commerce of the city is used np—its man- 
ufactures ditto—while all the cash capital, 
which could be removed, has been with- 
drawn. Its streets are represented to be 
dirty and neglected, and the whole city 
wears the appearance of speedy decay.— 
Such is the pnnishmeut of Baltimore for 
her treachery. The end, however, is not 
yet The secessionists are just as active 
as ever, and laboring with a venomous, ac- 
tivity in the cause of treason. 
One of 


these days there may be an insurrection, 
and then the city will be wiped out, and 
that will be the end of Baltimore. The 
commerce of the Chesapeake bay will cen- 
ter at some other point, and a great, free 
and noble city, (which Baltimore might 
have been if her people had deserved it,) 
will be the metropolis of Maryland and 
Virginia, 


AUU SORTS OB1-PARAGRAPHS. 


Accounts from California show that Gen. 


Sumner is indefatigable in the performance 
of his duties. All the officers in his com 
mand have been charged to keep themselves 
at all times in readiness to protect the pub- 
lic property in their charge, at every haz- 
ard. 
Secessionists are few and far between 


except in the southern part of the state, 
where a few Virginians and Carolinians 
tried to make trouble, but found it to their 
advantage to keep quiet. 


By the new apportionment of the house 


of representatives, the aggregate cumber 
of members is reduced five. The free 
states gain one, and the stave states lose 
six. 


The peach crop in Ohio is almost entire- 


ly cut off, but grapes promise an abundant 
crop. The vines never looked better. 


The Boston Commercial Bulletin's list of 


business changes daring the last week, re- 
ports five failures in Boston, eight in New 
York, two in Philadelphia, two in Cincin- 
nati, and nine in other places, being a total 
of twenty-six. 


New wheat has been offered in Vincen- 


nes, Ind., for forty-five and fifty cents per 
bushel, but no sales have yet been made. 
Flour sells at .5,75 and $6 per barrel at 
lhat place. 


Corn in Lafayette, Ind., is selling at 16c, 


and wheat at 60a65c. 


Major Gen. John C. Fremont arrived at 


the Astor House, New York, on Friday, 
and was to remain until the arrival of the 
steamship North Star, which got in on Sun- 
day, from California, on which Mrs. Fre- 
mont was a passenger. 


The funeral of Mrs. Longfellow occurred 


on the. anniversary of her wedding-day. 


Some gentlemen were out exploring in 


Ontonagon county, about twenty-five miles 
from Ontonagon, recently, and discovered 
gold, which, upon exumination, yielded 
about one hundred and thirty dollars to the 
ton of rock.

The crops in Kansas are promising very 


well this season. 


EAST TENNESSEE.—The probability is 


that East Tennessee js soon to be an im- 
portant battle-ground. A large majority of 
the freemen of that section voted against 
secession, and they are resolved, whatever 
the rest of the state may do or not do, to 
ieep their section loyal to the United States 
and to keep it in the United States. In car- 
rying out this resolution, they must neces- 
sarily encounter the power not only of West 
Tennessee and Middle Tennessee but of a 
secession party in their own section. Yet, 
trusting to the strength and righteousness 
of their cause, they stand np unappalled by 
he apparent odds against them. 


The spirit that governs the secession lead- 


ers of East Tennessee may be inferred from 
the following remarks which are the close 
of an editorial article in the Knoxville Reg- 
ister of last Wednesday: 
" The people of East Tennessee, willing 


or unwilling, will have to submit to the will 
of the majority of the people of the state, 
as declared on the 8th of Jane. The peo- 
ple might as well understand that acquies- 
cence is peace—resistance is war. Between 
the two they must decide." 


A movement for the subjugation of the 


loyal portion of the population of East Ten- 
nessee is now in progress. One regiment 
of the army of invasion left Camp Trous- 
dale, near Nashville, on Thursday of last 
week, and was at Cleveland, in Bradley 
county, on Friday evening. The second 
started from the camp on Saturday morn- 
"ng. The destination of the two was said 
o be Cumberland Gap. 
The loyal moun- 


taineers of Tennessee were inarms to resist 
be invasion, and it is said that large num- 
>ers of the Kentucky mountaineers in the 
neighboring counties were preparing to aid 
heir loyal brethren.

nessee is a holy one. It is the cause of free 
lorn.

We have taken Fairfax station with 11 


prisoners. A large number of infantry anc 
some horsemen fled over towards the left, 
and Franklin can intercept them. We have 
a flag, &c. Signed, 


O. B. WILCOX. 


Several regiments of rebel troops are re- 


ported to have passed Sanger's station du- 
ring the day in retreat before Col. Frank 
lin's column. 


An Alabama regiment was encamped 


within two miles of the forks of the road, 
where we arrived at noon. The camp fires 
were still burning when we passed this af- 
ternoon. Quantities of fresh beef, corn, 
&c., were left behind. 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, July 18.

Eddy ville yesterday, bringing news that 30C 
rebel cavalry had invaded Appanoose coun 
ty, Iowa. 


They are reported to have burned the 


towu of Milan, Mo., and Unionville, Iowa. 
It was feared they would also burn Center- 
ville, county seat of Appanoose county. 


Great excitement in Monroe, Davis and 


other adjoining counties. People gather- 
ing up everything available in the shape oi 
arms. 


ST. AUBURTB, Mo., July 18. 


Rev. Mr. Fisher, just arrived from Ful- 


ton, Galloway county, reports a skirmish 
between McNeil and party and the state 
rebels, at 9 yesterday, in sight of Fulton, or 
the Jefferson City road.

House. 


The committee further say the investiga- 


tion entirely relieves the President and Gen. 
Scott from any suspicion of a correspon- 
dence or attempted correspondence through 
Mr. May. 


On motion of Mr. Hiekman the report 


was laid on the table. 


Mr. May, by permission of the house, 


made a personal explanation. He said that 
he was more than gratified that the com- 
mittee on the judiciary had in this decisive 
way condemned an unparalled outrage upon 
him and his constituents, and that in an 
investigation those who were called upon 
to produce proof to admit that there was 
no ground of evidence for the charge. He 
had no words with which to pronounce his 
indignation and disgust for such a proceed- 
ing. 


He spoke of the humiliation he felt at 


the attitude of his constituents, now bound 
in chains, without the rights of a free peo- 
ple, all their precious rights under a con- 
stitution prostrated and trampled under 
foot. 


The military had arrested unoffending 


citizens in the dead hour of night, and 
then incarcerated them in forts; injuries 
had been inflicted without redress, by our 
.=oldiers. 


Mr. Hutchins understood that the gentle- 


man had obtained leave to make personal 
explanation, but instead of that he was 
bringing charges as to the manner in which 
his constituents were treated. He, there- 
fore, made this point of order. 


The speaker replied that he had no con- 


trol over the line of remarks, in reference 
to which the house must decide for itself. 


Mr. May resumed, saying, he had fought 


against the monstrous heresy of secession. 
He claimed he possessed the spirit of a free- 
man to emancipate his constituents from 
tyranny and oppression. 


Mr. Stevens interrupted Mr. May, moved 


that his (May's) remarks were not in order, 
and therefore he ought not to be permitted 
to proceed. 


The speaker repeated that it was for the 


house to control the line of debate. 


Mr. Stevens appealed from the dicision 


of the speaker. 
. 


Mr. Vallandigham moved to lay the ap- 


peal on the table. Motion disagreed to: 
ayes 53, nays 82. 


The decision of the chair was overruled. 
On motion of Mr. Davis, Mr. May was 


allowed to continue his remarks; in order. 


Mr. May replied, when the freedom of 


debate shall be opened to American repre- 
sentatives on this floor, then I shall speak 
as it becomes me to do. 


Special dispatch to the Chicago Times. 


CESTREVILLE, Va., July 18—10 P.M. 
The telegraph - wire is stretched from 


Washington to within five miles of this 
place, and will be completed here before 
morning. 


Through the kindness of Mr. Stranse, the 


superintendent of the government lines, I 
am permitted to forward a brief dispatch to 
the western terminus of the line, to be 
thence transmitted by Mr. James Gilmore, 
the operator in charge, who also kindly car- 
ries it from this place. 


It is difficult to give a clear idea of the 


position of the Federal troops at this mo- 
ment. The advance is conducted in four 
divisions, extending across a stretch of coun- 
try at least twenty miles in breadth. 


The general officers of the several disvis- 


ions, by arrangement, have met at this 
place this evening, where a council of war 
has been held, the result of which I am not 
permitted to transmit. 
Gen. McDowell, 


who commands the entire advancing col- 
umn, was present at the council. 


It is understood that the determination 


arrived at was unanimous, and indicates a 
continuance of the vigorous measures that 
have so happily and successfully been inau- 
gurated. 


The council was composed of Brigadier 


General McDowell, commanding the De- 
partment of Northeastern Virginia ; Cap- 
tain James B. Fry, Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral ; Major J. G. Barnard, of the Engin- 
eer Corps ; Captain O. W. Whipple, of the 
Topographical Engineers ; Brigadier Gen- 
eral Tyler of the First Division; Colonel 
Hunter, of the Second Division ; Colonel 
Heintzelman, of the Third Division ; and 
Colonel Miles of the Fifth Division. 


Gen. Tyler's Division occupies the road 


between here and Germantown ; Cols. Hun- 
ter, Heintzelman and Miles are encamped 
with their divisions at this place, and in its 
immediate vicinity. 


The advance from the Potomac was made, 


as nearly as I can learn, as follows : The 
first division, under Gen. Tyler, moved from 
the vicinity of the Chain Bridge, by cress 
roads, direct to Vienna, und thence to this 
place, occupying the right of the line. 


The second, under Col. Hunter, followed 


the main road to the left of Suter's Hill, 
and via. Bailey's cross roads to Fairfax 
Court-House. 


The third, under Col. Heintzelman, took 


the cross-roads parallel with the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, a detachment fol- 
lowing the railroad, to Fairfax Station, 
which point was taken by the second brig- 
ade, under Col. Wilcox, of the First Michi- 
gan Infantry. The first brigade, under 
Col. Franklin, moved further southward. 


Col. Wilcox made a capture of a few 


prisoners, but the main body of the enemy 
evacuated before our approach. 


The first division of the army, under Gen. 


Tyler, moved from Vienna to Germantown 
last evening, and this morning pushed on to 
this place. 


It is Jfully believed by Gen. McDowell 


and his staff that the enemy will make a 
stand at Manassas Junction. 


Our forces will push on to that point to- 


night. 


It is rumored that Gen. Johnston, com- 


manding the rebel forces in the Valley of 
the Shenandoah, is endeavoring to effect a 
junction with Beauregard at Manassas.— 
This will be prevented by Gen. Tyler's di- 
vision. 


WASHINGTON, July 18—11 P. M. 


I have just returned from Centreville, 


Va., 27 miles west of Alexandria, whither I 
accompanied the advancing column of fed- 
eral troops under Gen. McDowell. 


Ceutreville is now occupied by the forces 


of Gen. Tyler, Col. Hunter, Gen Miles, and 
Barry's artillery. 


A strong detachment remains in occupa- 


tion of Fairfax Court House. 


The rebels were found to be strongly en- 


trenched, both at Fairfax and Centreville, 
but retreated to Manassas Junction. 


Our troops are now engaged in removing 


fallen trees and other obstructions that have 
been placed across the highways by the reb- 
els to retard our advance. 


Huge ditches were also dug by the ene- 


my in the roads to prevent the passage of 
artillery. These are now being filled up. 
This work will be finished to night. 


Centreville will be placed in telegraphic 


communication with Washington to-mor- 
•ow. 


It is a matter of deep mortification and 


egret that our troops could not be restrain- 
ed from committing excesses, both at Fair- 
tax Court House and Centreville. 


Houses were .entered and pillaged by 


reckless soldiers, and women wantonly in- 
sulted. The houses even of Union men 
were not exempt from these outrages, many 
of which were burned to the ground. 


Gen. McDowell promises to give his im- 


mediate attention to these outrages, and as- 
sures the sufferers that all offenders shall 
be shot without mercy. 


Men and women were robbed of gold 


watches, money, and other valuables in the 
streets. 


General Beauregard is at Manassas Junc- 


tion, ten miles south-west of Centreville, 
where he is strongly entrenched. 


He has been largely reinforced to-day 


From Richmond, and has now upwards of 
fifty thousand troops under his immediate 
command. 


Our troops are still in occupation of Vi- 


enna. 


ST. Louis, July 18. 


Horace Dimmock, a gunsmith in this 


city, has contracted to furnish the United 
States government, for this military depart- 
ment, ten or fifteen rifled cannon. Two 
have already been cast at the Washington 
foundry. 


A special from Jefferson City to the 


Democrat says that a messenger arrived 
there from Springfield, the 14th, reporting 
that Gen. Lyon is concentrating all the fed- 
eral forces at that point, and only wailed 
"or a supply of provisions to attack Jack- 
son's forces and drive them out of the 
state.

ed on that side without exposing our troops 
to a destructive cross-fire. 


WASHINGTON, July 18. 


Reports are prevalent and credited thai 


a fight of minor importance took place al 
Bull Run, five miles from Manassas Junc- 
tion, and several were killed and woundec 
on the federal side, from a battery. 


An officer from the seat of war, who ar 


rived here to-night, brings information that 
the troops which marched from Fairfax 
Court House appeared before Centerville 
about 1 o'clock this morning. They halt 
ed within half a mile of the enemies' en- 
trenchments, and instead of a battle, they 
suddenly saw the national flag hoisted over 
the town, and a solitary man running down 
the line announcing that the enemy hac 
fled. The band played the Star Spanglec 
Banner, amid cheering of the federal troops 
It is said there were 7,000 or 8,000 confed- 
erates at Centerville, but the number was 
probably much exaggerated. They took 
their cannon with them. 


It is stated on the authority of several 


officers that the news of Gen. McClellan's 
victories were generally known at Manas- 
sas. 
- 


The army was to march on Manassas 


Junction this afternoon. 


WASHINGTON, July 18. 


Herald's camp correspondent says the 


fact is established that the rebel forces at 
Fairfax was composed of three regiments 
The retreat of these men without showing 
fight will demoralize the whole iorce a 
Manassas Junction. 


A signal despatch from Gen. Bear.regarc 


to Gen. Cooke, commanding the rebel forc- 
es at Germantown, was found. He instruct 
ed him to keep a particularly careful look 
out on Tuesday evening, thereby showing 
that some traitors in Washington apprisec 
the rebels of the time of the advance. 


Late this afternoon a gentleman arrived 


here by way of Manassas Junction. 
He 


left there last night. He reports that there 
were at Manassas last night only 12,000 
men. Their means of defense were elabor 
atelv prepared, but it is his opinion thai 
they will not withstand an assault. They 
had at the Junction 150 railroad cars. 


On Sunday night B^auregard went to 


Richmond. The command at the Junction 
devolved on Gen. Grewshaw, second in 
command at Richmond. There was a mili 
tary consultation as to what course would 
be pursued. It was after this conference 
that an immense train of cars was sent up 
to the Junction. This is a significant fact, 
ft is now believed that the rabels will leave 
the Junction and make their greatest stand 
:it Richmond. They have already mounted 
70 cannon of large calibre, and have some 
10,000 whites and negroes at work day and 
night on the defenses. 


Tribune's Despatch.—Gen. Tyler's col- 


umn moved at 4 o'clock this morning and 
passed through Centerville without firing a 
•run. They halted about 2 miles beyond, 
while a reconnoitering party went to a creek 
called Bulls Run. A concealed battery 
opened on our troops, wounding a sergeant. 
Two of our heavy guns were brought tc 
bear on them aud soon silenced the rebel 
battery. Col. Richardson's brigade were 
then sent out skirmishing and soon woke 
up the rebel batteries on the other side, 
which was followed by heavy fire of mus- 
ketry, which was returned by our men.— 
The engagement lasted half an hour, but 
they were too well posted and were too 
much for the small force opposed to them. 
Our men fell back somewhat, but in good 
order. The rebels, whose flag floated from 
a mill, cheered lustily. At this moment a 
shell from a new battery to the left, hither- 
to silent and unknown, burst on top of the 
hill where our first battery had been sta- 
tioned, and where there were a number ol 
civilians, j Several casualties.occurred, but 
no one was mortally wounded; several were 
wounded by bullets. Edward Morse, com- 
pany A, 3d Michigan regiment, was struck 
by a bomb in the knee; the wound is regard 
ed severe but not dangerous. All on the 
hill, both civilians and military men, deem- 
ed it prudent to withdraw. The telegraph 
operator at Springfield station, however, re- 
ports that heavy connonading was heard 
there between 5 and 6 o'clock. We have 
mentioned above the names of all the 
wounded whom we saw, but there is no 
doubt that a considerable number of our 
men fell, who were taken to the rear after 
we left. 


AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


WASHINGTON, July 19. 


A special to Scott says it is reported that 


Ellsworth's Zouaves stormed the battery at 
BnlPs Run last evening. Loss on our side 
stated 100 killed and wounded. 


Telegraph despatche ^received at the war 


department at 11 a. m., to-day, states fight- 
ing was still going on at Bull's Run, three 
miles from Manassas Junction. 


WASHINGTON, July 13. 


News from Centerville of the 18th is re- 


ceived with full particulars of the engage- 
ment at Bull's Run. 


There are but few additional items of in 


terest. 


Three companies of Massachusetts s 1st 


were first engaged, and were crossing a ra- 
vine when they received a raking fire, kill- 
ing a number. They gallantly sustainad 
their position and covered the retreat of a 
brass cannon of Sherman's battery, the 
horses having been eonmpletely disabled 
by the fire. Still relieved by the Michigan 
2daudN. Y. 12th. 


The federal forces then took position on 


a hill. Two rifled cannon were planted in 
front supported by Capt. Brackets' 2d cav- 
alrv with a line of infantry, composed of 2d 
regiment of Michigan and 12th of N. Y. 


In the rear a steady fire was kept up on 


both sides in this position. The rebels had 
two batteries of eight pieces, in a position 
commanding the road. They used their 
guns well. They did not reply to our re- 
turn fire for half an hour, during which 
time they were receiving large reinforce- 
ments. While we were again advancing 
we met with a raking fire. Our guns were 
again put in position and we poured grape 
and cannister among the enemy till the sup- 
ply was exhausted. 


Capt. Ayers, of the artillery, lost one 


man killed and three wounded, and several 
of his pieces were disabled. The New York 
12th suffered the most, and the Massachu- 
setts 1st next. Total loss on our side esti- 
mated at 30 killed and 40 wounded. 


At 4.30 Gen. Tyler ordered the troops to 


retire. The day was excessively hot and 
the horses suffering for water. Only about 
100 of our forces w«re engaged »t one time., 


The rebels are estimated at 4,000. Col. 
Wikox's division, including the Fire Zou- 
aves, moved from Fairfax station to-night 
to flank the enemy. This battery is thought 
to be one of a line of batteries from Acquia 
Creek to Manassaa. Our troops did not 
retreat as reported in some quarters, but 
only retired for more effectual engagement.

sengers from the vicinity of Choteau's trad- 
ing post, came in town last week with the 
report that Hamilton, with a thousand 
troops from Arkansas and Texas, was on 
the border with the intention of invading 
Kansas. 
A company was immediately 


raised here, and marching nearly all night, 
arrived the next day in the evening in the 
vicinity of where Hamilton was said to be, 
but no enemy was to be found in force. 


The boys took a trip into Bates county to 


sustain and encourage the Union men, and 
scatter the secessionists, which they did ef- 
fectually, finding none remainiug but what 
are Union men and always had been. 


They captured the town of West Point, 


and took several stand of arms, some of 
which evidently belonged to the lot that 
was stolen from the arsenal at Liberty, and 
one contraband walked off of his own ac 
cord. 


Montgomery, with two hundred men, in- 


vaded Missouri about the same time, had a 
skirmish with a scouting party of secession- 
ists, routed them and captured twenty hor- 
ses, and had one man wounded ; when find 
ing his force not as well organized as il 
should be in an enemy's country, he made 
a retrograde movement into Kansas, reor- 
ganized his force, and again entered the 
state of Missouri, his object being to sustain 
the Union men of Cedar county. After his 
return from this trip, it is Montgomery's 
intention to raise a crack regiment for 
Lane's brigade.— Leavenworth Conserva 
tive.

" My report of the skirmish on E.«lly's 


Island, near Pattersou's Creek, js not only 
true, but, in fact, too lightly colored. There 
were bnt thirteen'^ my picket, and at least 
sectnty of the -enemy engaged. O'n my side 
here was but one man,: killed; on the ene- 
my's side twenty-seven were killed, includ- 
rig those who have since died. This dis- 
larity ia accounted for by the fact that my 
nen were on the island, under cover, while 
the enemy had to cross the creek directly 
under our fire. In the first engagement, 
he enemv, in the desperation of fear, spur- 
red their" horses headlong into a culvert, 
where, heaped into a helpless mass, they 
ell an easy prey. Eight of them died there, 
and were left on the track Hay, my cor- 
>oral, led the attack. To'illustrate his per- 
fect coolness : Turning a sharp elbow, close 
jy the railroad, 'he saw the enemy, and 
counted them, 42 in all; fearing the effect 
of the number upon his squad, he shouted 
,o the rebals: " Halt 1 turn and fight, you 
d—nd sons of 
1" Then to his men: 


'Forward, boys—there's only twenty-one of 
them. Let out—the best horse gets the 
irst man." 
On they rode, each one like 


tfolan at Balaklava—Hay at their head. 
Splendidly mounted, the gallant fellow soon 
overtook the flying enemy, and closing with 
them, at their horse's tails, emptied every 
>arrel of his revolver, all the time brushing 
beir pistols oat of his face, as if they had 
seen musketoes. 
" In further illustration, one of the pick- 


ets, a boy named Hollowell, 19 years old, 
5red away his last cartridge and having 
nothing else to do turned to picking rasp- 
ierries, pausing only to yell: " There's an- 
other down—hit 'em again." 


Again a bullet graced the right corner of 


Louis Forley's forehead and knocked him 
down completely. Three men rushed out 
o kill him. One's arm was raised to strike 
—a bullet from the island stretched him 
across Forley's body. Another put a pistol 
at Forley's head—whiz came another ball, 
and the second rebel went down upon the 
first. The third ran. Forley recovered, 
shook off his dead enemies, rose up to run, 
and after a few steps tell again, this time 
into a pile of friendly grape-vines, under 
which he hid till dark. 
While he was thus 


concealed the enemy searched the ground. 
Some of their expressions were very amus- 
ng : " Come away from there," yelled an 
officer, while the fight was in progress.— 
' D—n you, don't you see we're fighting 
the whole regiment?" The idea was that 
the 13 were my entire regiment, and so the 
secession journals are reporting it. In the 
same way Forley overheard them at each 
shot from my picket: " Who is hit now ?" 
' There's another gone I" 
When my boys 


at last scattered, two of them were com- 
Dellcd to throw away their rifles. 
Instead 


iif leaving them where the enemy could get 
them, each one pitched his weapon into the 
canal. A big fellow was in the act of plung- 
ng his sword into Hay's back, when little 
Sollowell leveled him with the butt of his 
;un, breaking it into 50 splinters. But it 
s no use going further. I could fill pages 
with the incidents of this fight. 


' The Romney fight was my own. I can 


say nothing about that, except that the 
southern accounts of it have given me great 
amusement, hardly less than the frequent 
assertions which have fallen under my eye 
hat it was ordered first by Gen. Patterson, 
then by General Morris.
